Protestants Rap 
China Resolution

THE Protestants have got themselves Into a row 
over China. A resolution was adopted bjp^a-World 
Order Study Conference, sponsored by theSl&ional 
CounciLorChurches ofChrist in the U. 8. A., which 
proposed recognition of fted ChlmTbyTHe United 
States and that Red China should be recognized by 
the United Nations. This resolution 
Is reported to have been written by 
Dr. Ernest Gross who used to be in 
the State Department in the good, 
old days when Dean Acheson was 
Secretary of State. 

So, Representative Walter H. 
; Judd, who used to be a missionary In 
China, and Dr. Norman Vincent 
Peale, Rev. Daniel Poling, Bishop 
Herbert Welch and over 7,000 
Protestant clergymen denounced the 

Gross resolution. In fact, Dan Pol- mMMm 

ing, who edits the "Christian Herald" SOKOLSKY 
and who Is a great preacher and writer, led In tha" 
protest against the Gross resolution. Dr. B. A Gar- 
side wrote, an article for the >'National Review* 
setting forth why Christian clergy should oppose the 
recognition of Red China. Among other things, he 
said: 

"The Chinese Communist regime is inherently 
atheistic, and the enemy of every form of religion. 
It has compiled a massive record of imprisonment, 
tnrt.nr», „nrt «rficm ln its persecution of the adherents 
of every faith — Christianity, Buddhism, Moham- 
medanism. Authentic records of the suffering and 
martyrdom of many thousands of missionaries and 
Chinese Christians comprise a chapter of both tragedy 
and heroism rarely equalled in history — and that 
chapter Is stm being extended."

"Reacting quickly to the unfavorable' opinion^ '

A STATEMENT issued by* the Clergymen's Com- 
mittee, organized to protest the Gross resolution, said: 

"We firmly believe that the action taken in Cleve- 
land does not represent the thinking of the over- 
whelming majority of American Protestants, clergy 
and lay. We believe that it must be taken as merely 
the point of view of those delegates who voted for it 
Further, we believe that this action is Inconsistent 
not only with the standards of the United Nations 
but also with the clear principles of morality and 
Christian faith." . - • - . •. 

Enough for quotations! What Is shown here Is 
that those who drafted and arranged for the passage 
of this ^resolution did not count on the emotional 
response In this country to the attempt to influence 
public opinion favorably to Red China. Gross did not 
realize that to many Protestants as to men and women 
of other faiths, Red China is more hated than Soviet 
Russia, for Red China intervened In the Korean War, 
killed and brain-washed American troops and at- 
tempted to shoot its way into the United Nations. 

Did Ernest Gross believe that Dan Poling whose 
son went down in one of the most dramatic events 
In naval history, when four chaplains of various 
faiths linked their arms and accepted death to save 
lives — will such a man forget the barbarity of the 
Chinese murders of Americans In Korea? It is too 
hard to forget and forgive such barbarism. It will 
take the Chinese Reds a long time to win the respect 
not only of Westerners who do not understand their 
Inhumanity but of the peoples of Southeast Asia who 
are ashamed of them. What Ernest Gross, who has 
been in the State Department, believed he would ac- 
complish by a captive resolution, is difficult to grasp. 
But nothing would please the Chinese Reds more 
than American recognition and they undoubtedly 
bring pressure to bear. ^ ,

A member of the executive committee of the American Council of Christian 
Churches, Dr. Mclntire affirmed that "The statements in the Air Force Manual con- 
cerning the communist infiltration of the churches are true.

But what is infinitely 
worse, instances have now turned up in 
which dangerous subversive lies aimed at 
discrediting American religious institutions 
have been circulated in such manuals un- 
der the official Air Force, name. 

The carelessness, gullibility and loose su- 
pervision which can be the only plausible 
explanation of how such material could 
have gotten into the manuals without being 
flagged down by responsible authorities 
are absolutely inexcusable.

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A furor was recently caused In 
Washington when it was revealed that 
an Air Force training manual said 
that communism had infiltrated 
churches in the United States. 

The climax of this incident came 
when the Secretary of Defense, 
the associate general secretary of the 
c \ Thomas S. Gates, Jr., apologized to 
National Cou ncil of Churc hes of 
Christ 

The National Council was accused, 
in the training manual, of being com- 
posed of many who were members of 
subversive organizations. 

This incident is Interesting in view 
of often-repeated charges that com- 
munism is attempting to infiltrate, or 
has infiltrated, some of the religions. 
Protestants most often find them- 
selves subject to these charges, be- 
cause of the very nature of their reli- 
gion, a cardinal point of which is 
great individual and church freedom. 

There are a great number of Protes. 
tant denominations, that differ widely 
in their beliefs, some being quite rigid 
in doctrine and some being very loose, 
or unorthodox. The very nature of this 
wide diversity of opinion and proce- 
dure is indicative of the freedom of 
religion which is cherished in the 

United States. 

**■■ 

• In fact , one of the great strengths of 
the United States is this freedom of 
religion — and the fact that no one 
church dominates our society and peo- 
ple. Therefore, the great number of 
bhurches and the fact that none has 
preponderant power in the United 
Jtates la a source of strength. 



i This very source of strength, how- 
ever, is also a potential avenue of in- 
filtration by the. communists.. And, 
undoubtedly, communist agents, com- 
munist sympathizers, and others with 
akin views, have undoubtedly Infil- 
trated into church organizations and 
churches themselves. ~ 

The point is, that an Air Force train- 
ing manual is not the proper place to 
expose this condition. While an expose 
written by an officer or a non-com- 
missioned officer, for a training 
manual might be authoritated and 
based upon adequate research, there 
is no assurance that such is the case. 

The place for an Investigation of 
this kind is t he Feder al Bureau pf Inr 
vestigation, the Congress, or a re- 
spected and official agency of the gov. 
ernment. We would not oppose such an 
investigation. 

No doubt many Protestants would 
be fearful that Protestantism would 
suffer because of revelations that 
some infiltration has occurred. This 
is no exclusive reflection on Protestan- 
tism, however, for communist infiltra- 
tion has occurred in all churches of 
any size — in the various places In 
the world. 

The very fact that most of the In- 
vestigators would be Protestants, that 
this is a predominatly Protestant 
country, and that we are big enough 
to face the problems which confront us 
as such, is convincing evidence that 
we are concerned with the dangers 
of communist infiltration, and that we 
are not more concerned with a co 
up or denial of the dangers and 
tration.

vlhe free world. Sometimes it is done within the question 
^itself; sometimes the question is prefaced by slanted or 
distorted information, thus "setting up" a tinted back- 
ground designed to color the victim's reply; and sometimes 
it is done with a combination of questions. 

TFor example, on Page 24 of the "Study Guide" we find 
a question which was loaded from within: We are asked, 

"Whet docs the rise o] nationalism mean in 
Africa, Asia, and Latin America?

Amnesty was declared for 
political prisoners; government restrictions against people 
because of nationality and religion were outlawed; kanga- 
roo courts were abolished and trial by jury was decreed; 
equal rights were declared for women; exile to Siberian 
.camps were abolished; freedom of the press and of assembly 
"were declared. Also, the Russian people, through their pro- 
visional government leaders, laid plans for a free election 
Jo be held in the fall of that same year, 1917. 

What part did the "Bolsheviks" play in the Russian 
'; Revolution? Mr. W. Cleon Skousen, in his excellent book, 
"The Naked Communist" {published 1958 by the Ensign • 
Publishing Company, Salt Lake City, Utah) explains: 

"The most significant thing about the abdication of the 
Tsar and the setting up on the people's Provisional Gov- r 
eminent in Russia, is the simple historical fact that the Bol- 
/.aheviks, or Communists, had practically nothing to do with 
-■ it! This revolution had been initiated by the same kind of 
people as those who started the revolt against the Tsar in 
1905. They represented Russia's best people — the. liberal 
aristocrats, the intellectuals, the businessmen, the millions 
of peasants and the millions of workers. But the Bolshevik 
leaders were nowhere in sight, (Italics mine). Lenin was in 
exile in Switzerland, Trotsky was in exile in New York and 
Joseph Stalin was in prison in Siberia." 

Not until a month after the Russian Revolution did 
Lenin manage to get back into Russia. Further, he was able 
to do so only with the aid and assistance of the German 
r totalitarian regime, which was at that moment waging war 
'against Russia! As enemies, fighting the Russian people,

ed Lenin unless they knew that Lenin, too, was an enemy 
of the Russian people.

I propose that in every new 
situation— every new suburb or community— we go Iri together as a 
multi-denominational church linked to the various national bodies" 
In the official "Message to the Member Churches" we read, "We 
confess Jesus Christ as Lord of all life. But we acknowledge that 
in our sinfulness we have not allowed Him to be In all things the 
Lord of the Church. Not the churches* diversity but their separation 
firom one another is the heart of this sinfulness." The Protestant 
Episcopal Church took a 'full-page advertisement in the Chronicle 
for December 3 in their special NCC edition, to say these words, 
-yve are members of one body, yet through our blindness and sin 
we are divided. We are brought together by our oneness and by 
our disunity. We are called to repentance for the sin of division 
and we are called to pray and work for the visible unity of the 
church of Christ" * . 

DR. WM. A. NORGREN said: "We are not one In service. We 
have achieved only partial Joint service through councils of church- 
es. We are not one In hope. We despair of God's power to renew 
the Church through His Holy Spirit But after confession of tin 
we must determine to be obedient .... As all Christians are guilty 
of the sin of separation, each of us has need, first for specific 
repentance, and second for prayer that the good God will restore 
His Church, as He wills." ROBERT W. SPIKE, United Church 
mission executive, said Thursday, "Competition, pettiness, ecclesi- 
astical arrogance over concern with organization itself— these are 
the real sins against the wholeness of Christ's Church." 

DR. CARL McINTXRE commented on all this penitence when 
he spoke at the War Memorial Veterans Building: "Directing the 
proposals of these •ecumenical leaders Is a twisted system of 
thought They talk of the sin of their divisions and the needs of 
repentanceand completely Ignore the sin of their unbelief and 
their aBuWuMhe Person, birth, vicarious death I UO tMM y resur- 
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rection of Christ .... Bible-believing Christians' in the United 
States never faced a greater challenge or a darker hour" {Oakland 
Tribune, December 7). ' ..... „... . -'■"-' r : 

The NOC leaders were impatient at the ecumenical snail's pace, 
although opponents feel that they are rushing with break-neck speed. 
Dr! Van Dusen said as he read "The Message" to the delegates, 
"In this country and elsewhere unions of formerly separated denomi- 
nations have been consummated. Yet we must confess that, in 
relation to the urgency of the imperative, the pace of accomplish- 
ment has been glacial in its slowness." 

Further distress is expressed by Dr. Fiers in his December 7 .. p 
address, "Church leaders are thinking seriously about, unity and^ J 
are distressed by the situation in which they find themselves^ 
firmly believing in unity, but giving it only secondary loyalty be- 
cause of their basic involvement Jn the work of the communion." 

DR. A. DALE FIERS clothes the NCC philosophy of long- 
range strategic planning of the denomination and merger in pious 
terms of Calvary and Gethsemene : "Comprehensive long-range 
planning at this point does not mean a packaged program to be 
adopted. It is more like an old rugged cross upon which our 
denominational separateness must be sacrificed if the larger inter- 
ests of the kingdom of God are to be served. I think I can' speak 
for our general committee, the staff of the Council and for many 
who have been involved in these years of study and preparation when 
I say that, far from racing to embrace comprehensive long-range 
planning as the latest fad, our inclination has been to drop upon 
our knees in some secluded Gethsemane and say, *0 Father, if it 
be possible, let this cup pass from us/ We have no desire to present 
this proposal in high-sounding phrases that would cover up the 
hard work, the grinding disciplines, the grating confrontations, the 
patient plodding which will be required to plan together effectively 
and comprehensively in long-range terms for the fulfillment of our 
mission. Rather, we would call this Council to a realization that com- 
prehensive long-range planning demands the kind of sacrifice that 
will cause us to shed the blood of our denominational separateness, 
generate the sweat of genuine cooperative effort and weep the 
tears of conum/ii cuiiCcin. But only so can we lay hold upon the 
real, abiding and glorious fruits of Christian fellowship, witness 
and service which God makes possible for us at "a time like this. 
Someone might object and say, "Well, if it is so difficult, why at- 
tempt it. at all?' The answer Is that our world cries out in its 
need for a united witness and a united church. We cannot escape 
the narrow way that leads to this cross of togetherness unless we 
walk in the broad way of sectarian separateness which is the way 
that leads to destructive division, excessive duplication, wasteful 
competition and, worst of all, irrelevance to the needs of humanity 
and the purposes of God. The church in its hours of greatness has 
never chosen the easy way, but has always taken up its cross and

TWs was the most successful and significant protest made 
against the ecumenical movement in'the San Francisco Bay area 
in years. Previously articulate fundamentalist groups such as "Christ 
for San Francisco" and the "United Evangelistic Churches of the 
East Bay" went on the rocks as a result of entering the compromis- 
ing Graham ecumenical crusades. One cannot help but be encouraged 
with signs of rebellion and opposition in National Council church 
against the race toward socialism and unbelief. 

14. Sober Conclusions . 
The laymen are not yet fully convinced that they want to be* 
part of this emerging ecclesiastical Babylon. Pike complained about : 
the layman in his remarks quoted in the Chronicle of December 6, 
"We don't lead, we follow. We are afraid of the powerful layman- 
afraid he won't pledge us any more money." In a prepared release 
of his address he said, "Others are stilled by the hands of a few 
wealthy members in the congregation who put their threats on a 
purely economic basis." The socialistic planners of the NCC will 
devise some successful formula for removing the roadblocks which , 
the laymen have erected. ' <* 

Dr. Fiers summed up his address on long-range planning by 
saying; "We stand at an historic 'point in the life of the National 
Council and in the ecumenical movement in America .... The re- 
mainder of this century stretches out before us." There is not a line 
6r thought of the possibility that the sovereign Christ may return 
and demolish this Babel which they are constructing in total dis- 
regard and in utter defiance of the Son of God. One who has a 
love for the eschatological program set forth in the Scriptures, can- 
easily detect the advance for the apostasy. J 

The oft-repeated statements which we hear, that one churchl 
is as good as another and that we all believe the same things ana 
are going to the same place, cannot be substantiated by the recent 
General Assembly in San Francisco. The god of Bishop Pike cannot 
be the Christian God of the Scriptures by any wfld stretch of the" 
imagination. The word of the ecumenicists cannot be the Word of 
God. The theology of these religionists is not the theology of the 
Bible, but the natural theology of their own cunningly devised j 
doctrines. In the light of these developments, such Scriptures ai ! 
Revelation 18:2 take on meaning, "And he cried mightily with *'•} 
strong voice, saying, Babylon the great is fallen, is fallen, and Is 1 
become the habitations of devils, and the hold of every foul spirit; 
and a cage of every unclean and hateful bird." The call of God la 
the same in this age as in the tribulation period, "Come out of hen 
my people, that ye be not partakers of her sins, and that ye receive 

I not of her plagues," . - l . 

As people with spiritual discernment listen to these grandiose 
religious schemes and long-range plans which have been formulated 
by these ecumenical leaders, it is no wonder that they think of what 
Jude says when he speaks of "these filthy dreamers," God's people 
should read with fresh interest such Scriptures as Revelation IT- j 
and IS, Jude, n John, n Thessalonlans and n Peter. We shotddT; 
never cease to rejoice in the God of our salvation, in the blood of j 
the Lamb, in the Gospel of Christ, In the Word of the l*rd, and

Both the All Saints and the 
St. Augustine's resolutions asked 
that an official protest be filed 
through the bishop to the annual 
convention of the Diocese of 
Arizona for consideration by the 
general convention of the Prot- 
estant Episcopal Church of the 
UJSA. 

One "Arizona Republic* edl 
torial said the action by All 
Saints church "is particularly 
important to that it directed the 
National Council to refrain from 
speaking to the name of all 
American Protestantism when 
ever it put forth its eollectivist 
political recommendations. 

"Tills, of course, has been the 
pattern of the National Council 
for some time now: it has suc- 
cessfully passed Itself off as rep 
resentative of the entire Protes- 
tant laity, when to fact large 
numbers of Protestants— perhaps 
a majority— are unalterably op- 
posed to it* political stance.

Fr. Cronin said the booklet

"""He said the main point 
made by the booklet is that 
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the communist threat to free- 
dom now is "almost exclu- 
sively external" and that 
those who concentrate on the 
menace of internal subver- 
sion are fighting the wrong 
war at the wrong time." 

The domestic Communist 
Party has been "drastically 
weakened" in recent years, he 
said, and no longer is a "m*- 
jor problem." 

By creating "hysteria, sus- 
picion and disunity," he salfl, 
extreme ri^ht wing groups 
are weakening America at a 
time when it needs to be 
strongly united against the 
international danger posed by 
Russia and Red China. 

As an example of "gross 
distortions of truth" by right- 
ists, Fr.

movement!"* ^ _ ,~^ 
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group, the Commission on 
ligion and Race, appointed 
last June, compared the cur- 
rent racial situation to con- 
ditions which prevailed In 
Germany when the Nazis took 
over and said the parallel was 
"frightening in the extreme." 
The Commission said:

1 A Protestant Episcopal commit- 
aion yesterday denounced as

munism." 

The Joint commission on 
ecumenical relations of the 
general convention of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church In 
the U. 8. A. based It finding on 
a two-year study of all aspects 
of the national council. 

"The commission feels that 
Increased participation in the 
work of the NCC Is a means 
whereby the Protestant Episco- 
pal Church can strengthen 
Christian Influences In Ameri- 
can and world society," the 
report said. 

"We recognize that some of 
the criticism of the NCC comes 
from political extremists who, 
In their desire to discredit the 
NCC, do not weigh then- 
charges carefully. 

"Nevertheless, we have tried 
honestly to investigate their 
accusations to the effect that 
the NCC Is a Communist con- 
spiracy or that It harbors 
Communist sympathizers and 
allies. -» — __« 

"In their examination, there- 
fore, the members of our study 
committee met with personnel 
of the House Committee on 
Un-American Activities and the 

I Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion, but were not able to 
discover any fact or record that 
would support such charges. 
We conclude that they are

The report said the National 
Council never has taken action* 
on the matter of recognition of 
Red China, although the Fifth 
World Order Study Conference 
at Cleveland in 1958 reconv 
mended that the United Na- 
tions admit and the United 
States recognize Red China. 

The council, the report said, 
has stated that "the status of 
the findings of this conference 
has the standing only of a 
study document and does not 
represent an official view of

Bundy accused the National Council of Churches of 
violating its tax exempt status by lobbying for Civil Rights. He 
asked for an Internal Revenue investiga tio n. 

He said his League is "a tax exempt organization which 
always has scrupulously observed the requirements imposed 
by taw." 

Maj. Bundy's appraisal differs a bit from his form chart 

In fact, the Church League of America has been a constant 
advocate of far right wing causes since its formation in M37. 

A good bit of the League's energies have gone to shrill warn- 
ings of communist encroachment In the nation in general and 
in the National Council of Churches in particular. 

Four years ago, Maj. Bundy defended the discredited Air 
Fbrce Training Manual that claimed evidence of communist 
activity in the churches. * 

Tfce leaders of the National Council of Churches, he said tfcen, 
are "the chief offenders when it comes to promoting com nu-

aism In the churches." The Rocky Mountain News quoted him 
as saying he was willing to testify under oath that the "Na- 
tional Council of Churches is one of the greatest enemies in re- 
gard to national security." 

Maj. Bundy has devoted years to rooting out evil wherever 
he sees it He sponsored the American Legion's condemnation 
of the Girl Scout Handbook as "un-American." 

He was president of the old Abraham Lincoln National Re- 
publican Club in Illinois, where his aim was "to wrest control 
of the Republican Party from the New Dealers and interna- 
tionalists." .- 

Most of this wrestling consisted of seminars in Chicago, with 
speakers like the late Senators Joe McCarthy and Bill Jenner 
and income tax opponent J. Bracken Lee. 

Over the years, his offensive has not varied, dot has the 
League's. 

Sen. Thurmond said he wanted to call attention to Maj. 
Bundy's letter "so that the members of the U. S. Senate will 
have a better understanding of the types of pressures being 
used to railroad this legislation thru the Senate — even in viola- 
tion of the internal revenue laws of this country."
